Vienna, Aug. 11.—Austrian cavalry 


routed the Russian Cossacks after an 
hour's battle at Misehow, Russian Po- 
land. One hundred and forty Cos- 
sacks were killed and wounded. 


Italian Flag Fired On. 


Rome, Aug. 11.—Italy has demand- 


ed an explanation from Austria, who 
bombarded the Italian flag and prop- 
erty of Italians in the Montenegrin 
port of Antivari. 


The Italian ambassador at Vienna 


has been instructed to inform the 
Austrian foreign minister that the de- 
mand for an early and satisfactory 
reply must be met forthwith.
